During his rule in the islands 
the tuibulent Moios were quieted, sani- 
tation was improved and civil govern- 
ment placed on an efficient basis. 


Wood was assigned to the post of 


Majoi Geneial commanding the Phil- 
ippines Division m 1906 with head- 
quarters at Manila. In 1908 he re- 
turned to the United States and was 
assigned to the command of the De- 
paitment of the East with headquart-
